SUBJECT : Operation LCGA3SOCK 



1. Tills memorandum is designed to inform you of the recent 
addition of a new publication and distribution facility to the 
psychological/political v.a,rfare mechanisms supported and controlled 
by the OPC German Mission. 'While this operation has so far not 
entailed an^/' financial expenditures on the part of OPC, and u'hile 
it may not be necessary to coiai;J.t any OPC funds to this operation 
in the future, I believe you vrould be Interested in the background 
and present status of this undertaking. 

2. Mie purpose of subject operation is to provide fur the pub- 
lication and distribution of black editions of regularly licensed 
Soviet Zone magazines. These editions have the same outer covers as 
legitimate publications but the inside pages are devoted to vigorous 
anti-Co:u.;unist propaganda. Tlie operation is to run for a period of 
nine months, starting on 1 April 19>2 and extending through the month 
of Uecernber 1952. Each month, one sucii blacl: edition iri-ll be produced 
in West Berlin and distributed in East Gernany and/or East Berlin in 

the amount of 20,000 copies each. 'Two nuigazines ai-e at present contemplated 
as regular output: a) tlie official iriforeiation bulletin of the Liberal-^ 
Democratic Party (IPD} and bj the official nr.iy Becurity Agency\\jo\0 ) 
Magazine. Other magazines will be substituted occasionally as propaganda 
needs and opportunities 'warrant. Tie aim in each case wili. be to 
adapt the content to a specific Ooviet Zone target and to direct dis- 
tribution primarily to that group. 

3. The operation is under the direction of a cleared indigenous 
agent in Berlin. He has been engaged in the publication and distri- 
bution of blac ■; editions of East Gera.an news.iapjers, and occasionally 
magazines, since 6_.rl\' ISTo. An OPC staff oific^r contacted tliis agent 
in the fall of 195d, but aid not utilize him actively until April 1952. 

Since the summer of lyplj the agent's work has bc-;en sin ported on a 
regular basis b\ the aaiser ^-inisory for All-G :r:mn A ffairs . liarly in 
1952 , the ligent applied for a iilCoG- gi'anu to onaole hIti to continue his 
anti-Ccm; lUnict activities. In j.ine v;lt;i oho established poj.ic.y by which 
HIGOG engages only in "vliite" or "^i'ay" ysych-. logical v/arfarc activ.i ci os, 
and b^ ..liich Gla has the sole responsibiJ.ity for cri.l„ covort ouorauions, 
hiCoG ar'r . eo. to tarn over one agent ana uis ao.cirlLiv S t., t..o oro Cr -i’— 
man i-,j.ssion. An arraiy .K;:i'.vnt betwee:', .L..CG-.. ana sue uFo Gsn'siui .ii.Gsron 
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has been effected^ v/hereby a uICOG grant of Dti 10,000 per month, for a period 
of nine months beginning 1 April 1952, is roade available to the OPC Berlin 
Station to finance subject operation. Anoriyincus V/est German industrial sources 
are being used as cover for the source .of funds of the operation. The agent 
made a special trip to best Gennany to e stablish this cover story, vtuichhas 
been fully accepted, even by his three co-worhers. 

4. The operation is supported b„. a distribution teaju of three men v.iio have 
regularly handled the distribution of the a,.^ent's publications under Kaiser 
Ministry auspices. These men ai'e in charge of distribution through LDP groups, 
Berlin youth organizations, the Berlin area labor union federation (UGO) , and 
individual distributors. Distribution of nagazines T)ublished by this operation 
will be carried out through these channels most capable of reaching the specific 
target groups involved. The principal agent also has an editorial staff con- 
sisting of three other journalists and a secretary, but he is the only person 

in contact i\dth the OFC Berlin Station a:id all plans and drafts of iiiaterial for 
each magazine are screened and discussed vnth him by the OPC case officer prior 
to publication, 

5. Activities to date include a blacu edition of the official inforiTiation 
bulletin of the LDP for the April operation. 20,0o0 copies v;ere printed, and 
distribution in the Uussian Zone and Bast Berlin was initiated on 15 April 1952. 
Distribution was c-arried out by the agent’s distribution staff, prLciarily 
through LDP exile roups in Berlin and LDP contacts in East Berlin. The I-Iay 
publication was a black edition, in 20,000 copies, of a Russian Zone youth je^ag- 
azine. Distribution of this publication started in niid-I-iay within the Soviet Zone. 
Information concerning the June operacion is not available as of this writing. 

6. 'Pne value of this operation to OPC lies in the fact that it adds an 
effective propaganda medium and distribution mechanism to our previously ejoist- 
ing facilities for psychological/political wu,rfare activities in mast Gennany. 

This is further enhanced by the fact that the contents of these editions can be 
directly controlled by OPG, 

7. h'e shall keep you advised of further developments in subject operation 
and submit for approj^al a project outline, if the expenditure of OPs funds 
should be considered necessary and worthwhile. 
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
